MARVELOUS A'COiyOMV OF 
. FUEL^SOMETUINO FOR OUR 
•MECHANICS ANJJ ENGINEERS 
TO POJfDER VEB. 

The arrival of the little English 
steamer Anthrncito at Ne wfoundland 
from London via Falmouth has been 
already announced. She is the smallest 
vessel that has steamed across tbo At- 
lantic, being only 82 feet long with a 
gross tonnage of 70.26. The voyage 
was undertaken for the purpose of 
testing the capabilities of ihe Perkins 
system of high pressure engines, and 
the success that has thus far bei;n 
achieved by the little vessel is likely to 
lead to a revolution in Diariae archi- 
tecture. • The economy in the consump- 
tiOQ of coal and water cfTeeted by the 
use of the Pekkin'S system of boilers is 
something wonderful. Oiily twenty 
tons of coal were con.sumeci b}' the 
Anthracite on the trip across and 430 
gallons of water. The Perkins system 
consists of a tubulous boiler, in which 

• the steam is geuer.ited at an exceed- 
ingiy high pressure. ]3y means of a 
special systi'tn of engine this steam is 
used and used over und over again. 
Tho boilers aro charged with fresh dis- 
tilh'd water, only a very small quantity 

• lieinx lequired. Having been convert- 
ed into steam and used iii tho engine it 
is cotidensodv and agaia ttsed. Tlio 
boiler is constructed of horizontal 
tubes, welded uj) at each end. These 
horizontal tubes are connected by small 
vertical tubes, and tho boilor is jiroved 
to 2,500 pounds per square inch. In 
the engine there are three cylinders of 
different diameters— 8 incli, 16 inch 
and 33 inch diameter rpsi)eotively, with 
16 inch stroke. Tho smallest one is 
placed over that o? medium size and 
worked from the same jiLston rod. The 
engines aro of '1^ hor.-.o power nominal 
and 168 horse jjowor indicated. Tiie 
higli pressure and medium cylinders are 
single acting, the low pressure one be 
ing double acting.

four years before there was a breath of 

^scandal, an incohato contract for twenty 
shares of this stock; that I never hold nor 
owned, therefore, any stock in it, and 
that I never saw the check payable to 
S. 0. or bearer till the very week in 1873 
on which ho swore that ho had 'paid it to 
mo as a dividend in June, 1868.

It is very probable that traces of the 
misaing Atalanta have at last been dis- 
covered.^ The captain of tho Scotia 
Queen, which has arrived at Quoens- 
towu from Demerara, reports having 
passed on the 30th April, in about lati- 
tude 30 north and longitude 60 west, a 
raft (bolted), apparently made on board 
a man of-war or a firat-clasa steamer. 
Two days afterwards ho passed several 
dead bodies clothed in white jumpers. 
Apart from tho fact that the Scotia 
Queen has travelled over the track the 
Atalanta would bo supposed to take in 
her return homo from tho. West Indies, 
the "white jumpers" will probably bo 
regarded as conclusive proof that tho 
bodies wero those of men belonging to 
ono of Her Majesty's ships. Tliis dross, 
wo believe, is tho 'peculiar characteris- 
tic of tho Royal Navy. 

A tragic incident occurred in St. 
Catherines' church, Aborcromby .square, 
Liverpool. "Whilo tho congregation 
were commencing to sing "Lord, now 
lettcst thou thy servant dcjiart in peace,'' 
several loud reports woro hoard. Tho 
sexton nnd two other persons went to 
ascertain tho cause, and found that a 
man— ajiparcntly asoafarcrof the better 
class — |md shot himself in tho temple 
with a revolver' which lay at the foot of 
tho stairs, a riizor lying-by tho wounded 
man's side. Ho was taken to the Royal 
Irafirmary, ■where ho lies in a critical 
Condition with a bullot in his skull. 
On his person wero found another razor, 
several pistol cartridges, and a letter 
dated 30th May, and signed "A Stran- 
ger." This letter stated that tho writer 
has sud'ered for the last eighteen 
months from " chronic disease," and 
tliat "life was a burden" to him. It 
seemed that a young gentleman had 
accosted him a few minutes before the 
report was hoard, inviting hira to enter 
the churcli, but ho onl\' answered with a 
sigh. 

Truth says that the groat heiress. 
Miss Maynard, whose name was as- 
sociated with that of Prince Leopold, is 
engaged to Lord Brooke, oldest son of 
the Earl of Warwick. So now there 
is a prospect that the grand historic 
pile of Warwick castlo will be restored 
to its former condition without further 
public subscription, 

Tho Marquis of Bute has bought a 
house near the iMount of Olives where 
he will occasionally reside. 

The Lords of the Treasury have .re- 
fu.sed to lend tho municipality of Dub- 
lin more money. It already owes more 
than 85,000,000. 

la the House of Commons Mr. Child- 
ers said that in future tho names of all 
soldiers who have gained tho Victoria 
Cross will bo recorded in tho Quarterly 
Army List. 

Another body, also that of a female, 
has been found hidden in an orchard 
at Abergele. Like that in Harley- 
street it had been packed in an old bar- 
rel but tho bones had all been sawn as- 
under. 

Mr. Bovan, elected M. P. for Gravo- 
send, has been unseated on petition, 
because, being a largo emj)loyer of la- 
hour in tho borough, he gave his work- 
[)eoiile a holiday on the ])olling day and 
paid their wngps as usual. 

An English physician has obtained 
a verdict for jei6,000 or .$80,000 
against the Southwestern Railway Co. 
for injuries received on their road, and 
the award has been confirmed by the 
Court of Appeals, Tho Courts held 
that the railway company were bound 
to remunerate the plaiiitiQ' for his loss 
of jiractico, which was very lucrative, 
as well as for tho personal injuries. 

Prior to tho departure of the Rev. 
Isaac Nelson, tho Presbyterian Home 
Eulo M. P. for Mayo, to attend liis 
parliamentary duties, he was presented 
iiy a number of Roman Catholics and 
Homo Rulers with a purse of sover- 
eigns, and in the address accompanying 
it thoy spoke in high terms of tho rev- 
erend gentleman's efforts to regain "the 
glorious institution of a native parlia- 
ment," and also of his labors in con- 
nection with land reform. 

Mr. Kavanagh, lato M. P. for Car- 
low, a resident landloi'd, whom his ten- 
antry professed to adore (as well they 
might) for his beneficence and unweari- 
ness in looking after thoir interests, 
has broken up his establishment at Bor- 
ris, nnd will probably for tlie future bo 
an absentee proprietor. He refused 
all compromise with Homo Rule, and 
was therefore ousted through Parnel- 
lite influetice, a man who the electors 
saw but for the ticst time, on his ap- 
pearing before them on tho hustings, 
taking his place. 

"Chinese" Goidon's published letter, 
throwing uij his appointment as Lord 
Ripon'.s seci'otary, surprises the world, 
though his resignation doe? not, Tho 
Colonel is a particularly eccentric man 
and utterly regardless of tho "jjroprie- 
ties." On his lato visit to England ho 
was invited to dino witli the Prince of 
of Wales, und refused. It would be 
impossible for him to go, he said; ho 
was always in bed at half-past ninej 
and he did not go. Once, when at the 
War Office, ho demanded maps to guide 
him through the labyrinth, just as if he 
was in a strange country. A member 
of the Quartermaster-General's Depart- 
ment was fortunately on tho spot ai;d 
sketched him a route from the room of 
the Under-Secretary of State to that 
of tho Commander-in-Chiofj so tho gal- 
lant Colonel eventually found his way 
but at imminent risk of his neck. 

The inquest on tho body of a woman 
fouiul in the cellar of the house occu- 
pied by Mr. Henriqucs, in Harley 
street, London, has resulted in a ver- 
dict of "Wilful murder against some 
person unknowu." The medical evi- 
dence was conclusive that tho deceased 
had como to a violent death, nnd that 
the immediate cause of death was a 
stab in the left breast, between the 
fourth and fifth ribs. In addition to 
tho marks on tho left breast, there 
were many signs, of blood, both on the 
body and on tlie remnant. of - linen at- 
tached to it; -and. dn- a more careful 
searoh in the collar a knifo, such aa 



might havo been used to inflict the 
wound mentioned, two old pokers, 
and several pieces of cord were found. 
There was also evidence that tho body 
had either been buried in chloride of 
limo or had had chloride of lime 
sprii\kled^ over/it^w The age oE-' thc do- 
ceosed'hag been>Tarioa8lyr' estimated at 
from 30 to!4(}/^ and'it.is b'elieved that 
the crime was committed two or throe 
years ago. 

The Rev. E. J. Warrington, rector 
of Uenzil, Esse.\, is in trouble for vir- 
tually libelling Miss Andrews, of Den- 
zil Hall, by refusing to administer 
Holy Communion to her. Ho read 
tho rubric in op?n church against evil 
livers presenting themselves to take 
the Holy Communion, in which ser- 
vice ho used the feminine gender, and 
when tho Promoter went to the holy 
table ho refusetl to administer the 
Communion, There was some diflbr 
onco of opinion between thorn.

IToTtr York Failures ia tho Iron Tra&o. 



During last winter, and indeed up 
to tho end of April, it ajipeared as if 

English exijortcrs and American 
importers of iron had lost their heads, 
they w(;ro rushing' it over the Atlantic 
in sucl) quantities. As we ]iointGd out 
some time ago, this rushing over of 
Engii.sh iron into the United States 
was in a great part due to a Combination 
of accidents of a temporary and not 
a permanent character, and that, there- 
fore, it would soon cease. It has 
almost ceased now, but still it baa left 
some bad effects behind it. Two heavy 
failures in Now York caused by over 
iiu]}ortation of iron and the great 
decline iii prices, have recently been 
reported. One is that of Mr Herman 
Li tisbcrger, in the general iron trade; 
and the other is that of Mr. Charles 
W. Scholfield, a prominent railway 
man, and an extensive importer of both 
steel and iron rail.s. Tho former's 
liabilitiesare estimated at three million 
dollars; the latter's at two millions, 
which shows what a very largo business 
of over-importation they had been 
doin".

IRELAND. 

: DuBUN, July ;;12.-— The resignation 
from the cabinot of tho Marquis of 
Lansdowno has produced a deep im- 
pression hare both among opponents 
and supporters of compensation for dis- 
turbance in Ireland. It is regarded bv 
tho former with great satisfaction and 
sigaittcant ofia .protest against Itho bill 
within tho'ranVs of tho ministry. Sup- 
porters of tho measure are dissatisfied. 
Tho attorney-general for Ireland has 
given notice of an amendment which 
they think betrays weakness on tho 
part of tho government. Tho . laud 
cominittee is aroused to inoro energetic 
action in opjiosing the bill and increas- 
ed efforts are used to combine all inter- 
ested in the protection of property to 
defeat it. At a special meeting of the 
committee letters were read from noble- 
men and gentleiiien strongly urging tho 
necessity of using every exertion to 
bring under the notice of government 
and parliament the injustice it would 
entail on land owners. It was resolved 
that further petitions be presented in 
both houses of parliament. Tho meet- 
ings of tlio committee are attended by 
land owners and other representing all 
political parties and tho mo.st cordial 
union provails.among theui. 

Land agitators profess to. regard tho 
bill of tho chief secretary for Ireland, 
wliich has caused defection from tho 
ministry and fills Irish landowners with 
alarm, no a vory nmall affair. 

AFRICA. 

Cape Towk, Juno 20. — At a sitting 
of tho assembly the premier read a 
telegram from tho government in Ba- 
sutoland expressing the opinion that 
there will be no general surrender of 
arms. Chief Letza favors obeying, but 
the chief of Masupha opposes the sur- 
render. Great cvcitomcnt prevails in 
Lower B.Hsuto. 

HONGARY. 
Pesth, J uly 1 1. — A civil tribunal has 
sentenced Baron Maythonoy, a member 
of the upper house of tho Hungariitn 
diet, to .six weeks' imprisonment for 
fighting a duel on tho 10th of January 
last. 

. UNITED STATES. 
Glctucestkr, Mass., July 12. — Prof. 
Henry Youlehind, employed by litigants 
on both sides to prepare an analysis 
and index of documents of the Halifax 
fi.shery commission, publishes a letter 
exposing the uianuer in which official 
statistics of the Dotninion iisheries were 
falsified in documentary evidence pre- 
sented to the commission. The profes- 
sor instances that official stntemonts 
of Prince Edward's Island custom au- 
thorities show that the value of fish 
exported to the States in L873 was 
$137, 74G, while tho value- of exports 
to other countries was $35,102. Those 
figures were manipulated to make it 
appear without changing tho total that 
the value of fish exported to the States 
was 892,838 and to other countries' 
88,010. 

THE PANAMA CANAL. 
LoNDOx, July 12. — The annual din- 
ner of the Cobden Club took place at 
Greenwich to night. Earl Spencer pre- 
siding. Among those present were 
Challemel Lacour, French ambassador 
to England, DeLet^scps, Mr. J. VV. 
Garnett, president of the B. & 0. R.R., 
and Mr. Simon Stein of Now York. 
Count DeLesseps said : "The Panama 
Canal scheme is a perfect success. I 
have got French capital and am happy 
to say that I havo received a letter 
from New York saying that American 
capital is coming to iny support. The 
canal in this circumstance may be re- 
garded as a fact accomplished. I hope 
after one year's preparation and six 
years' of work, the same as the con- 
struction of the Suez Canal required, 
that the undertaking will be completed.

France havo advised Greece to postpone 
calling out reserves until their collect- 
ive note is received and replied to by 
Turkej', so that Greece may avoid 
offering the Porte any pretext for re- 
sistance. 

TURKEY. 

LoNDOX, July 12. — A dispatch from 
Constantinople reports that iu the last 
council of state Mahmoud Nedim Pasba, 
minister of the interior, again strongly 
urged acceptance of the demands of 
Europe. Abeddis' Pasha, minister of 
foreign affairs, professed the same opin- 
ion. Opposition comes from the Sul- 
tan. The Sultan cannot surrender 
Moslem territory to infidels except 
under compulsion. Whenever there is 
a suflSoienfc show of force bis objections 
will be overcome. » .. . 

The Montenegrin representative has 
been ordered Ac remain in "Constantino- 
ple. 

The Porte suggests that it can now 
surrender tho territory around Scutari 
as the Albanians must return home to 
gather their harvests and the delivery 
of the territory will be much easier.

ENGLAND. 

LONi>oir, July ^ 0. — fu the Hou.se of 
Commons this evening Gladstone moved 
that Wednesday's and part of Tuesday's 
sittings, heretofore both devoted to 
private business, bo for th(! rest of the 
session surrendered to the government. 
This will leave for private business 
only the evening sessions of Fridays. 
Gladstone said that the government in- 
tended to confine themselves in regard 
to the ballot to sirajilo continuance of 
the existing act abandoning first 
borough bills, Ho hoped that thurn 
would be no reason for parliament to 
sit into the mouth of September. He 
thought that the necessary business 
could be finished before tho last week 
in August. 

Gladstone gave notice of an amend- 
ment to Forster's compensation for the 
disturbance in Ireland bill so that the 
last clause shall read as follows: And 
a tenant shall be entitled to compensa- 
tion in the discretion of county court 
judge if non-payment of rent is caused 
by prevailing distress and.tho tenant' is 
willing to continue in occupation upon 
reasonable terms as to rent, arrears of 
rent and otlier-.vi.se, and if such terms 
are refused by tho landlord without 
reasonable alteration. 

Sir Charles Dilko, under foreign 
secretary, states that the information 
has been received from the Bulgarian 
govern ment that disturbance of the 
peace is not probable and strongly ob- 
jects to the union.,., of Bulgaria with 
Eastern Eoumelia.

DELAYED _d1_SPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

Berlin, July 9.-^The Chinese charge 
d'affairs at St. Petersburg has oDScially 
assured tho Russian government that 
China does not wish to go to war with 
Russia, and that rUmors of operations 
by Chinese on the Russian frontier aro 
absoluto inventions. 

London, July 9. — The following 
telegram dated Peking, July 2d, was 
received in London yesterday. Chuui; 
How, Chinese ambassador to Russia, 
who negotiated the Kuldja treaty, has 
been reprieved, to show that China 
does not wish to hurt Russia's dignity, 
and desires continuance of friendly re- 
lations. 

In the house of commons to-day 
Premier Gladstone said that news of a 
Russian defeat by Chinese was not 
confirmed and was not believed either 
by Chinese or Russian representatives, 
and in the event of war breaking out 
he said that the government will avail 
themselves of Russian offers to enter 
into communicatioQ respecting British 
interests. 

Geneva, July 9. — The earthquake 
of Sunday was one of the most severe 
and widespread that 1>TO been known 
in Switzerland for several years. " Two 
persons were killed. Several meteors 
at the summit of of Schnebelberg, near 
Quartcn, fell, overwhelming a large 
wood. 

An earthquake at the island of St. 
George, one of the Azores group, re- 
sulted in the formation of another 
island about 600 yards distant and 
about 1800 square yards in extent.

1. Bo it' oniictotl by tlio Mayor and
